IMPORTS OF COTTON IN- 
TO THE EXITED STATES 
'It seems strange to see the great­ 
est cotton producing country of the j 
world bringing raw cotton half way 
around the globe and importing it 
for use in her own manufacturing in­ 
dustries. 
It is nevertheless a fact 
that the United States, which pro- • 
duces practically two-thirds 
of 
the ‘ 
worlds cotton, brought from China 
during the last fiscal 
year 
(IMI) 
more than 9 million pounds of raw 
cotton, at a cost in, that country of 
more than I million dollars and from 
India in 1910 about 5 1-2 million lbs., 
at a valuation of more than a half 
million dollars. Other distant sec­ 
tions of the world were also drawn 
upon—Peru, 4 2-4 million pounds in 
1911; Dutch East Indies, 
in 
1909, 
nearly a half million pounds. Haiti in 
1911, nearly half a million pounds, 
while 
other 
contributors 
include 
Venezuela, Ecuador, British West In­ 
dies, Santo Donmingo, Mexico, Pana­ 
ma, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, while 
from Egypt, the chief source of sup­ 
ply of long stapled, high grade cot­ 
ton. the imports in 1911 were larg­ 
er than in any earlier year, mounting 
to 88 million pounds. In addition to 
this there was imported from Eng­ 
land about 7 1-2 million pounds, pre­ 
sumably chiefly East Indian. Egyp­ 
tian and West African, since England J 
of course, produces no cotton. Raw 
cotton importations in 1911 were larg­ 
er than in any earlier year, amount- j 
ing to 12,TGS,313 pounds valued at 
$24,770,320. 
High prices of domestic cotton are 
the cause of the large increase in J 
importation of cotton, especially that 
from China and India. The quantity 
of cotton imported from China never 
reached a quarter of a million pounds 
prior to 190S, and in 1009 was practi­ 
cally I 1-2 million pounds, 
in 
1910 
4 1-2 million and in 1911, 9 million 


a million pounds; in 1910, 5 1-2 mil-, 
lions and in 1911, 2 1-2 millions. The 
Chinese and Indian cottons are as a I 
rule of shorter staple than that of 
the United States, and as a conse­ 
quence are rated at a somewhat low­ 
er price in the world’s markets, a 
fact which accounts for the large 
growth in the importation of these 
cottons in the recent years in which 
American cotton has commanded ex­ 
ceptionally high prices. On the other 
hand. Egyptian cotton which is of 
longer staple, higher qualitly, and 
therefore higher in price than that 
of the United States, still forms a 
large proportion of the imports, the j 
quantity imported direct from !Egypt 
in 1911 being SS million pounds out 
ot a total of 114 million pounds im­ 
ported in that year, and its value 
20 1-2 million dollars, out of the 24 
million dollars worth of cotton im­ 
ported. 
Cotton importation has 
shown

steady if not rapid growth, especially 
during the last 20 years. Prior to the

Rapid (Kist* of ail Oklahoman. 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, Sept. 18.— From a 
trapper’’ boy in an early day Indian 
country coal mine at $1.50 a week, to 
legal rtlvisor of one of the wealthiest 
Indian tribes in America at a salary 
of $6,000 a year and all personal and 
traveling expenses, is the remarkable 
success of Patrick J. Hurley, “white 
Indian” of the Choctaw Nation, who 
this week signed the contract with 
Choctaw chiefs, Victor LM. Locke, Jr., 
to represent his tribe in all legal and 
court matters. 
Hurley, who is but 28 years old 
and is president of the Tulsa County 
Bar association, is a white man, the 
son of a frontier day cattle man, who 
immigrated into the Red River coun­ 
try of the Choctaw nation more than 
thirty years ago. He was born among 
the Choctaws, was raised and educat­ 
ed with them, and having unusual 
talent and business sagacity, was al­ 
ways worshipped by the Indians of 
the tribe who called him their “big 
white Indian.” 
■At the age of ll years, Hurley was 
left m otherless and entered the coal 
mines for a livelihood. After follow­ 
ing a mule ana ‘trapping’ in the mine 
for three years, he spent two years 
in the saddle, “punching” cattle over 
the Red River ranges. Hurley was 
ambitious even at this young age, and 
the height of his ambition was to be­ 
come an attorney. So at the age of 16 
years he worked his way through the 
'Bacon Indian University at Musko­ 
gee, doing chores around the school 
for his board and tuition. 
After that Hurley spent two years 
as clery in the Indian Agent’s office 
at Muskogee, and then took a course 
in the National Law School at W ash­ 
ington, and came to Tulsa to practice 
law. He never 
forgot 
his 
/Indian 
chums of boyhood days, and even now 
spends much time in the Choctaw 
country where he has many clients 
among the /Indians. 
Last February, 
when 
Victor 
M. 
Locke Jr., was: appointed chief of the 
hictaw nation, following the death 
of Chief Greene McCurtain, it was 
deemed necessary to change attor 
neys for the tribe and it fell on the 
new’ chief to make the appointment 
Ut was not a hard matter for Chief 
Dick’ 
Locke to make his selection 
Pat Hurley, the Tulsa lawyer was his 
playmate from infancy, his college 
chum and the universal choice of his 
tribesmen. He knew of the success 
of the self-m ade son of the pioneer 
cattleman, and knew that he was am­ 
bitious and deserving. Hence it was 
that Hurley secured his appointment 
to represent the Choctaws at Wash­ 
ington, in the court of claims, su­ 
preme court of the United States and 
congress. 
The 
contracts 
between 
Hurley and Choctaws was signed this 
week, and it only awaits the signature 
of President Taft when he returns to 
Washington, to make it effective.
